THE KERALA UNIVERSITY (AMENDMENT) 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1966 

No. 11 of 1966 

Enacted by the President in the Seventeenth Year of the 
Republic of India. 

An Act to amend the Kerala University (Amendment) Act, 1966 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Kerala 
State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1965, the President 
is pleased to enact as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called ihe Kerala University (Amendment) Short 
Amendment Act, 1966.

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2. In section 3 of the Kerala University (Amendment) Act, 1966, in president’s 
sub-section (2), in clause (a), for the words “for the period for which of 
it has been made”, the words “for a period of one year from the date 
of such appointment” shall be substituted.

Reasons for the enactment 

Sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Kerala University Act, 1957 
(Kerala Act XIV of 1957) before it was amended by the Kerala 
University (Amendment) Ordinance, 1966 (Kerala Ordinance I of 
1966) provided for the appointment of a Vice-Chancellor by the 
Chancellor on the unanimous recommendation of a special committee 
and in case the committee was unable to recommend a name unani¬ 
mously, the Vice-Chancellor was to be appointed by the Chancellor 
from among a panel of three names submitted to him by the special 
committee. This provision was amended by the Kerala Ordinance to 
enable the Chancellor to appoint a Vice-Chancellor in the absence of 
a unanimous recommendation or where the special committee fails to 
submit a panel of three names. This Ordinance was replaced by the 
Kerala University (Amendment) Act, 1966 (President’s Act 3 of 1966) 
and provision was made for constituting another special committee 
consisting of three new members, nominated or elected, as the case 
may be, by the Chancellor, the Senate and the Syndicate, with the 
same functions as the first special committee and that special com¬ 
mittee was required to make recommendations to the Chancellor 
within a period of three months of its constitution. Section 3 of the 
President’s Act provided that any appointment made under the 
principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed to 
have been made in accordance with law and shall continue for the 
period for which it has been made. When the President’s Act was 
laid before each House of Parliament, as required by sub-section (3) 
of section 3 of the Kerala State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) 
Act, 1965 (12 of 1965), a resolution was moved by the Lok Sabha, in 
pursuance of sub-section (4) of the said section which was concurred 
in by the Rajya Sabha, to the effect that the appointments may by 
the Chancellor would continue only for a period of one year. 
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2. The present enactment gives effect to the aforesaid resolution 
of Parliament. 

3. The Committee constituted under the proviso to sub-sec¬ 
tion (2) of section 3 of the Kerala State Legislature (Delegation of 
Powers) Act, 1965 (12 of 1965) has been consulted before the enact¬ 
ment of this measure as a President’s Act.
